Washington, July 28 — Presi- 
dent Wilson today began discus- 
iion of the peace treaty with 
Democratic Senators, further 
conference with republican Sena- 
tor, a dozen of whom have al- 
ready visited the White Houst,, 
is held in abeyance. Senator 
Thomas, democrat, of Colorado, 
was the 'first caller today. He 
described his talk with the Presi- 
dent as "highly satisfactory"* but 
refused to go into detail. Sen- 
ator Johnson, of South Dakota, 
another caller, said after his talk 
with the President, that the 
treaty either must be accepted by 
the Senate without ehaAge or 
flatly rejected. 

Aattria Kicks On Terms 

. (By Associated Press) 

Vienna, Friday, July 25 — ^The 
financial clauses of the peace 
terms offered Austria by the al- 
lied; are strongly protested both 
by newspapers and financial cir- 
cles. Both go so far as to pre- 
dict bankruptcy within a few 
weeks unless the financial terms 
are modified. The government is 
now obligated to pay three billion 
crowns interest on war debts 
which is regarded as impossible. 
Bankruptcy is freely discussed 
as a means of cancelling both 
foreign and international debts 
and starting anew.

RIOTS CONTINUE 

IN CHICAGO

Chicago, July ^—Trouble be- 
tween the whites and blacks was 
renewed in Chicago's black belt 
today when Moses Thomas, a ne- 
gro, fired at a wagon load of 
white workmen en route to a 
south side factory. When the 
whites attempted to disarm the 
Thomas', a dozen negr<>es rushed 
to his assistance. Police quell- 
ed the disturbance and reported 
nobody injured. Race rioting 
yesterday resulted in the death of 
two negroes, and injury of more 
than fifty whites ind negroes, in- 
cluding four patrolmen. The 
trouble began at the 29th street 
bathing beach when a negro boy 
who crossed an imaginary line, 
was stoned and drowned.

The 
petitioners ask judgment for 
$235,000, the appointment of a re- 
ceiver-manager of the corpora- 
tion util reorganiized, cancella- 
tion of all outstanding stock in 
names of officers and directors, 
and their removal from further 
management of the company.

Congressional Candidate Greeted 
By So Many Saturday, He 
Makes Short Address 

Although he came here Sat- 
urday afternoon just for the pur- 
pose of meeting and conferring 
informally with prominent demo- 
crats of the county, so many 
came in and asked him to make 
a short speech, that Judge C. A. 
Hardin, democratic candidate for 
congress, could not refuse. He 
spdk^ for 'ttbiont an hour in the 
county court room and when it 
became noised about that Judge 
Hardin was speaking, the court- 
room quickly filled up. He was 
given a faiost respectful hearing 
and pleased everyone who heard 
him with the tenor of his re- 
marks. ' 

While here. Judge Hardin 
took occasion to refute a number 
of the irresponsible charges ana 
patriotism, and considering the 
aspersions whicK his' opponent, 
Capt. King Swope, has seen fit 
to cast upon him, and his 
recklessness and irresponsibility 
with which the young man has 
sought to make votes against 
the Judge, friends of the latter 
thought that he handled his refu- 
tations with much conservatism. 
Judge Hardin paid a splendid 
tribute to President Wilson and 
the League of Nations, and wa.^ 
frequently applauded. This was 
the first political speech that he 
had ever delivered in Madison 
and was sort of an introductory 
occasion. That tfie distinguish- 
ed jurist made a most favorable

According to the act of the Legis- 
lature, the Kentucky HUteracy Com- 
mission was created to wage a fight 
against illiteracy in the hope of com- 
pletely eradicating it from the state 
by 1920, and \vith this in view the 
Commission is bending every etl'ort to 
make the remaining month;; count. 
The report of Nat B. Sewell, State 
Inspector and Examiner, rendered in 
December 1J)18, shows 1h:it appro.xi- 
mately 100,000 illiterates were taught 
to road and write through th(- work 
of the Commi.-;sion and that a similar 
number yet remained to be taught 
during the existence of the Illiteracy 
Commission. 

A foice of County Illiteracy Agents 
have l)een trained by the Kemtucky 
Illiteracy Commission and assigned to 
various counties for the campaign. 
Another group is to he trained by the 
Comnds.sion at an Institute to be helil 
in Frankfort this week. The agents 
will not only direct the teaching but 
will act iis attendance officers in their 
area. Their work being directly 
among the parents gives them an op- 
portunity to influence these parents to 
send their children to school.

BnttoBs For Hmm h th« War. 

Tlic victory button commemorating 
service in the world war is now being 
distribated hy the War Department 
to every man enlisted in the American 
force rince April 6, 1917. Two hun- 
dred thoosand .silver buttons havt 
be^ manufactured for distribution 
to men wounded in the war. Approxi- 
mately 500,000 bronze tn^ttons for 
men who serwoH abroad but who were 

not wounded, have already been manu 
factured. Manufacture of the bronze 
buttons will be continued at the rate 
of 250,000 a week until all the de- 
mands are supplied. The.se buttons 
can be obtained at the various army 
posts, recruiting -stations and zone 
supply offices upon presentation of 
honorable discharge. The War De- 
partanent is now negotiating contracts 
for the victory ribbon and stars and 
bars to be issned to those who served 
in worid-war engagements and those 
who receiving citations for valor. Ap- 
proximately 607,000 yards of th(.s rib- 
bon will be manufaetared at the rate 
of 16,000 yards a week.
